HEN Christianity was becom- 

ing predominant in the Ro- 
man Empire and recognized offi- 
cially by the Emperor Constantine

“The tiara begins to take its 
ancient place of supremacy. It 
towers far above the mitre. Even 
the Cardinal’s hat enforces an in- 
voluntary reverence, and Peter fair- 
ly carries off the legacies left in the 
Testament from Martin and Jack. 
Popéry ostensibly even, and by 
very name, raises her ancient head 
again above the waters of opinion, 
and takes her old attitude of pre- 
scriptive ascendency. We hear of 
daily ‘perverts to the Church of 
Rome.’ 

“The Bishop of Oxford’s brother 
—gon, not of a turnip, but of 
Wilberforse——is the latest. As the 
ancient and time honored Faith 
of universal Christendom wanes in 
worldly power, it seems to wax in 
spiritual prevalence. The poorer it 
is in wealth or political authority, 
the more general appears to be the 
reverence in which it is held. Silver 
and gold has it none—-without ter- 
ritory or title, without a place even 
in the social institutions of civiliza- 
tion—-with all its worldly goods des- 
poiled and appropriated by the sor- 
did rapacity of upstart sects——de- 
throned from the rule of States, 
degraded to a private station, and 
without a political or even munici- 
pal denomination, with its Oxford 
and Cambridge, its England and 
Ireland, handed over to be sacked 
by parvenu Episcopacy, we yet live 
to see it, in the age of the cheap 
press, complete liberty of opinion, 
and universal reform and progress, 
stealing upon the soul by its naked 
merits, and inspiring towards itself 
a general reaction of opinion. Eng- 
lish Protestant Bishops have the 
tithes, the Pope gets the heart, The 
Parson and the Presbyter get Cae- 
sar’s penny, the Priest gets ren- 
dered unto him ‘the things that are 
God's.’ 

“Nor is this homage purely 
disinterested, or rather against 
self-interest, confined to the poor, 
the ignorant, the irreligious, or the 
unreflective. On the contrary, there 
are very few of the recent prose- 
lytes to Roman Catholicism who 
belong to the class. of the vulgar, 
or the condition of the masses. The 
modern neophytes of the Faith of 
the Eternal City belong to the or- 
der of gentry, nobility, titular 
Episcopal Clergy, to the rich, the 
devout, the refined, the learned. 
Nor do we know of a single case 
of conversion to the Papist creed 
which has not been sealed by the 
martyrdom of worldly loss, of 
broken friendships, of antagonized 
families, of degradation of social 
position, of the scorn or denuncia- 
tion of sectaries and worldlings. 

“Those who have had nothing to 
lose by conversion seem still to re. 
main unconverted. The so-called 
‘apostates from a purer Faith’ have 
denied themselves, taken up the 
cross, and flung earth, and what 
ambition holds dear, behind them. 
The Spencers, the Sibthorps, the 
Newmans, the Fieldings, the Wil- 
berforces, and the other converts, 
have all had something to lose by 
the change. The triumph of the 
spirit over the flesh was never 
more complete. No severer, no 
truer test of the purity and power 
of a naked and simple Faith was 
ever made.”

Dear Bishop Noll: 


May I beg your kind indulgence 
on the matter which is of enough 
importance to take so much space 
in Our Sunday Visitor of July 16? 
It seems to me that some points 
in the articles on “Education” fall 
a trifle short of being fair. I en- 
joy reading Our Sunday Visitor 
more than I can say. I feel it is a 
great power for good, but at the 
same time, it could cause no little 
misunderstanding, ill will, and pre- 
judice by any short-sighted view of 
a very difficult question. Especi- 
ally at this time there is a need to 
be guarded so as not to increase 
the “discrimination” to which you 
say our private school graduates 
are subjected. 

“How To Succeed” 


I wonder what is meant by suc- 
cess, much less “great success.” It 
occurs to me that there are very 
few places to be filled by those who 
aspire to great success in propor- 
tion to the many which must be 
occupied by the rank and file. Some 
day we may have an army com- 
posed entirely of officers,—one in 
which there are no soldiers. Who 
knows? Is it not true that very 
few of those who receive a religi- 
ous training achieve great holiness 
or sanctity? Am I to conclude, 
therefore, religion has failed, that 
it must be curtailed, reformed, or 
left with very little financial sup- 
port? Do we expect too much? 
Do we or can we measure the de- 
gree of success attained through 
our educational system, public or 
private, any more than we can 
measure spiritual success”? 

“Excessive Costs” 

The cost of religion also cer- 
tainly has increased. Are we any 
better spiritually than the people 
of two or three generations ago? 
The clergy is loudest in its con- 
demnation of the new paganism. I 
am not talking of Protestants only, 
but even our Catholics. 

“Unbalanced Education” 

In Chicago the Board of Educa- 
tion is headed by a Catholic presi- 
dent who received his appointment 
from a Catholic Mayor. Is the 
decision recently made by this 
board an example of what a. bal- 
anced education will do? We 
should expect these men to have 
other than “secular values,” “secu- 
lar approach” and a material yard- 
stick. There is certainly a moral 
aspect to this as to most problems. 
Why boast of Leo XIII, his writ- 
ings about the rights of the lab- 
orer, and his advocacy of a more 
equal distribution of wealth? Why 
form leagues to promote Social 
Justice? Why? Are. all these 
writings high sounding, words and 
empty phrases? No need to say it 
is a problem of government, not of 
religion. This is a splendid oppor- 
tunity to show the value and in- 
fluence of Catholic thought as it 
could be worked out in practice. 
What do we see, however? Too 
often we find our Catholics -allow- 
ing themselves to be the catspaw 
for a program ‘filled with social 
injustices of the worst kind. A 
Catholic Mayor appoimts another 
Catholic who is elected president 
of the board; all concerned follow 
the dictates of Wealth and Big In- 
terests as represented by the so- 
called Citizens’ Committee, which

‘teaching. Circumstances, which al- 
ways alter cases, made an unusual- 
ily heavy building program neces- 
\sary for several years. This item 
of extraordinary expense, if spread 
over a greater period of time, 
would tell a different story. 

The cost per pupil in the public 
schools has been compared with 
the cost in the parochial school. 
Any such comparison is unfair. I 
do not know how the figures are 
compiled but I challenge the truth 
of the statement that $15.00 a year 
is the cost of educating a pupil in 
one of our parochial schools. This 
statement along with many others, 
which were an insult to the imtelli- 
gence of the audience, was made 
by the Superintendent of Catholic 
Schools of the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago at a meeting of the Catholic 
Women’s League,

ments of our Catholic schools: I 
am a graduate of one of them my- 
self. However, excellence in spell- 
ing, essay, writing, or oratory can, 
as you know, be accounted for in 
ways other .than those which you 
imply. At any rate training in 
religion and morals will never 
make a good speller, etc. : 

From the standpoint of motives, 
devotion and preparation there are 
teachers and teachers in both the 
public and parochial schools. Be- 
eause of present conditions _this 
subject of “Education” is a delicate 
one and requires careful handling, 
so as not to antagonize those who 
are and will be in a position to dis- 
criminate in matters of much 
greater importance than the cost 
of ear fare. The Catholic connec- 
tion of these members of the 
Board of Education will not be 
overlooked by those who can re- 
taliate. 

If there was any evidence of 
honesty, intelligence, or sincerity 
of purpose, it might be worthy of 
Catholic thought or action. 

We do need economy and reform, 
but the need is the greatest in de- 
partments other than the educa- 
tional one. Instead of slashing this 
department so severely, we need 
rather to eliminate graft. If big 
business paid its taxes, there would 
be no shortage of funds. This hon- 
orable meeting of an obligation 
would also effect some of that dis- 
tribution of wealth which is so 
needed. That bandied-about phrase 
“high cost of frills and fads,” is a 
smoke-sereen. Why will our Cath- 
olics be made the instruments of 
injustice by those who have little 
or no respect for them except to 
further their own selfish interests? 


“Double Taxation” 


We are entitled to all the privi- 
leges of public schools at public 
expense. For many reasons which 
we consider weighty enough, we 
prefer to have a system of our 
own. It is in many cases a great 
sacrifice to support our schools. 
However, we choose this course 
freely but not cheerfully. One who 
graduates from a Catholic school 
makes sacrifices all through-life. I 
thought we were taught to expect 
persecution and _ discrimination. 
Some even think we ought not be 
allowed to teach in the public 
schools. But just what we expect 
to gain by constant agitation and 
complaint is beyond me. It leads 
to even greater bitterness and only 
makes the odds against one great- 
er. There are quite a few of us 
(some think too many), in the Chi- 
cago schools. It is we who will 
have to suffer, and have the conso- 
lation of knowing that we brought 
it on ourselves. 

With every kind wish for a con- 
tinuance and increase in the great

Washington. —Expressing admir- 
ation for the messages of the 
Popes, and affirming great benefits 
derived from them, Dr. John Me- 
Dowell, Moderator of the Presby- 
trian Church in the United States 
of America, extends congratula- 
tions to the Catholic Church on the 
service it is rendering in the pre- 
sent trying times “to the Kingdom 
of God and the life of the world. 

Dr. McDowell expresses these 
sentiments in a letter to Patrick J. 
Ward, Director of the N. C. W. C.

tute of Public Affairs at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

“I am sure,” Mr. Ward wrote to

“I therefore feel certain that 
when you stated ‘if the Churches 
have a message for industry, now 
is the time to declare it,’ that you 
did not intend to convey that no 
warning to industry had come from 
so authoritative and responsible a 
source as the Catholic Church nor 
fthat very definite and practical 
principles have not been laid down 
upon which industry might be 
‘turned to the service of the whole 
social order and not merely of a 
class. It is possible that the press 
may have overlooked any acknow}l- 
edgment you may have made to the 
farseeing leadership of the Church 
in the past half century.”

21, reminding that group that St. 
Mary’s, over a period of 20 years, 
had educated more than 10,000 stu- 
dents at a saving of approximately 
$800,000 to the Walsenburg tax- 
payers. The Bishop, asking that the 
Sisters be retained in the schoo] as 
public school teachers, made these 
two alternative proposals. to the 
school board to take care of the 
rental compensation for the build- 
ing: 1.

GEMMA OF LUCCA, by Father 
Benedict Williamson. Price $1.25. 
B. Herder & Co., St. Louis, 


The picture of Gemma Galgani, 
in the front of Father Williamson’s 
biography of this Italian girl mys- 
tie, intrigued us by its challenge to 
meditation; by the peace expressed 
in the face of this Servant of God. 
Saint Therese of Lisieux (The Little 
Flower) had the same effect on us, 
and continues to charm, though it 
has been a long while since we first 
gazed on her likeness. 


But it were hardly fair to author 
and publisher if one were satisfied 
with the photograph of the subject 
of the biography and did not pene- 
trate the life of the individual by 
turning the pages, bearing the ex- 
pressed study and labor of the bio- 
grapher. Therefore, we did our 
work to its finish; that is to say, 
we read the story of Gemma from 
beginning to end, including : the 
author’s foreword. 

And here we desire to comment, 
we have thought much of that fore- 
word. In a manner, more of the 
introduction than of the life of 
Gemma. We are going to depart 
from the rule of reviewing in this 
instance, and quote liberally from 
the foreword, making this as much 
an editorial as a review. The pur- 
pose will be explained by the quo- 
tation: 

“But to rightly understand Gem- 
ma we must also have some idea of 
the character of the people amongst 
whom she lived and especially of 
the character of Italian girls as a 
whole. 


“Life in Lucca was still much 
what it had always been, changes 
come but slowly in these old world 
cities, where the force of tradition- 
is still immensely strong. The su- 
pnernatural is interwoven into the 
very life and fibre of the people; 
religion is no thing of Sundays, 
something apart from the ordinary 
round of daily life. To assist at the 
Holy Sacrifice as the best act by 
which to begin the day, and spend 
the last hour of the day praying to 
Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament, is 
the normal way with at least the 
devout portion of the population, 
not an inconsidérable one in a city 
such as this.” 


“Then, too, one must remember 
that the averace Italian gir! is nat- 
urally self-sacrificing to a quite ex- 
ceptional degree, obedience to par- 
ents is even yet patriarchal; en- 
durance and sacrifice indeed are 
two principles instilled into Italian 
girls from their earliest years, they 
are expected to be. self-sacrificing 
and self-forgetting and in the im- 
mense majority of cases they live 
up to that expectation to a most 
remarkable degree. A selfish gir] 
would be looked upon as some’ 
scarcely human monstrosity, and | 
it must be said that they are very. 
few and far between. It can also! 
be said that the average girl is as 
nure and chaste as she is self-sacri- 
ficing, for here, too a very high 
standard is exacted, and also given. 

“You may hear the confessions 
of Italian girls even in large cities 
year in and year out, without once | 
hearing of even one grave sin. 
remember well the remark of a holy 
confessor of very wide experience 
who said that, excluding the extra- 
ordinary phenomena, a life such as 
that of Gemma was by no means 
uncommon amongst the girls of 
Italy.” 

But this present day holy soul, 
who was born in 1878 and died in 
1903, had an extraordinary spirit- 
ual life. Father Williamson, like 
other spiritual writers and hagio- 
graphers, is careful to assert that 
her sanctity was not the fruit of 
merely an extraordinary life, for

Souls who love God, who are in- 
spired by the lives of His saints, 
and who enjoy modern-style hagio- 
graphy, will be pleased and edified 
by Father Williamson’s presenta- 
tion of Gemma. His style is simple,. 
and in most part, very good. 
Gemma had an intense devotion 
to the Sacred Passion of Our Lord. 
She prayed much, suffered greatly, 
and was ever desirous of becoming 
a religious, but this privilege was 
denied. This should present en- 
couragement to others who aspire 
to the life of a nun but for some 
legitimate cause may not under- 
take such life. Gemma busied her- 
self around the household, with 
sundry duties, each of which be- 
came an act sanctified. Her zeal 
was unbounded. She obtained many 
graces from God for souls. Though 
not beatified as yet, her cause has 
been submitted, and all signs, to- 
gether with her miracles, point to 
her early classification as “Blessed 
Gemma”, : 
We would spoil the story of her 
life, if we were to tell you more.

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BROTHER LEOPOLD, 
Cc. 8. C., 80 YEARS 

AT NOTRE DAME 
Brother Leopold, C. 8. C., of the 
Congregation of Holy Cross, who 
has been at Notre Dame for 80 
years in varied capacities, recently 
observed his 97th birthday. His 
labors according to the Rev. John 
Cavanaugh, C. 8S. C., former pres- 
ident of the University, have led 
him “to be kindly remembered and 


cherished by all the old students 
and to be idolized by every mem- 
ber of the community.” 

Born in Baden, Germany, Broth- 
er Leopold came to America when 
10 years old and arrived at Notre 
Dame when he was 17. A few 
years later he became a member 
of the Holy Cross order and at 
first served as a teacher. Later he 
was compositor at the Ave Maria 
press under the Rev. Daniel E. 
Hudson, C. S. C., founder and first 
editor of the Ave Maria magazine. 
He was also teacher of music and 
played cello in the university or- 
chestra for many years. He has 
one brother, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
John Kaul, of Lancaster, Pa., who 
visited him in August at Notre 
Dame. 

Brother Leopold is affectionately 
remembered by many former stu- 
dents at the University as the op- 
erator of the candy store just east 
of Washington hall.

Chinese Youth, 20, 
Enters Dominicans 
At American Priory 


Springfield, Ky—Venerable St. 
Rose’s Church, the birthplace of 
the Dominican Order in the United 
States, for more than a century 
has been the scene of many import- 
ant and impressive ecclesiastical 
events. In all its history, however, 
there has never been enacted a 
ceremony so strikingly simple, so 
significant as one witnessed here 
recently when a young man, a na- 
tive of Foochow, China, received 
the habit as a novice in the Dominik 
ean Order. 

When Dominic Chang presented 
himself to the Very Rev. William 
Owens, O. P., prior to St. Rose’s 
church and priory, representing thé 
Dominican Provincial, the Very 
Rev. T. S. McDermott, O. P., in the 
ceremony of investiture, a large 
group of Friars, religious and laity 
gathered from points near and dis» 
tant to witness the ceremony. My 
Chang, 20 years old, is the first 
Chinese candidate for the priest 
hood with the American Dominix 
cans. {

pletion of studies at Foochow and 
Shanghai, pursued courses at Pro~ 
vidence College, Providence, R. L, 
for two years.

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To Social Welfare 
Agencies Explained 


Washington.—In an effort to 
clarify interpretations that have 
emanated from the National Recov- 
ery Administration regarding the 
application of the N. I. R. A. to 
hospitals, charitable or socia! wel- 
fare organizations, Donald R. Rich- 
berg, General Counsel, has written, 
in part, as follows to Allen T. 
Burns, executive director of Com- 
munity Chests and Councils, Inc., 
New York: 

“At the outset, let me stress that 
the President’s Reemployment 
Agreement is a voluntary measure 
and may be signed by anyone who 
desires to sign it, including hospl- 
tals, charitable or social welfare 
organizations. 

“So far as permanent codes are 
eoncerned, it is not expected that 
codes will cover hospitals, charit- 
able or social welfare organizations 
in general, as they are not engaged 
in trade or industry. There is 
nothing to prevent any of these 
organizations from signing the 
President’s Reemployment Agree- 
ment: and conforming to its provi- 
sions. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that, subject to the following 
paragraph, they are under any com- 
pulsion to do so, other than that 
resulting from a desire to cooper- 
ate wherever appropriate and so 
far as possible with a genera! pro- 
gram of reemployment at shorter 
hours and higher wages. 

“Whenever hospitals or social 
welfare organizations, even if not 
organized for profit, are actually 
engaged in a trade or industry, 
they should sign the President’s 
Reemployment Agreement and they 
may come within the terms of per- 
manent codes. 

“There is a procedure set up by 
which individual institutions that 
would incur unavoidable hardship 
may sign the President’s Reem- 
ployment Agreement and obtain 
the Blue Eagle with the white 
strip by. conforming to procedure 
prescribed.”

It is through the Catholic Church 
that Protestants now possess the 
Bible. They owe it to that Church 
if they have the Bible at all. There 
is no way of disproving this, and 
Protestant prejudce is slow to con- 
cede it. If those books now in the 
Protestant Bible, that were for a 
long time and in various places, dis- 
puted, doubted and controverted, 
were not really and truly inspired, 
and, on the other hand, if those not 
in the Bible (I mean in THEIR 
Bible) today, were inspired and 
genuine, then, the Protestant Bible 
is a book in which works, both 
genuine and spurious, have been 
mixed up in a ruinous and inextric- 
able confusion. In like manner, 
Bible-Christians who claim to rest 
their religion upon the Bible alone, 
are at sea to know the genuine 
Christian Gospel. 

If the Council of Carthage was 
not infallible in deciding this most 
important matter, then Protestant- 
ism, with its brave platform of 
“The Bible, the Bible Only” crum- 
bles down to earth as illogical, and 
as imposition on mankind. The 
one, and the only way by which 
Protestants could prove that their 
Bible is the genuine and the auth- 
entic foundation of Christianity, 
would be for them to prove: 


1. That they 
Christian Church was in 
fancy. 

2. That they had personal rela- 
tions with some of the Apostles or 
their disciples. 

3. That they saw and read the 
original writings such as they came 
from the hands of the Apostles or 
their Disciples or the Evangelists. 

4. That the copies of the orig- 
nal writings which they now use 
to make-up their Bible, are genuine 
and authentic. 

5. That the translators, proof- 
readers, type-setters, and so on, 
who used those copies did not com- 
mit errors whether intentionally or 
unintentionally.

Now, my Protestant friend, what 
assurance have you that the Bible 
you read or which is read to you by 
the Minster of your Denomination, 
is the Genuine Word of God, and 
your ONLY guide to salvation? 
Really, you have none whatever. 


The claim made that, though 
Protestantismr as a Church dates 
only from the 16th century, its 
Seripture came from Christians 
outside the Catholic Church, who 
possessed the Word of God, is 
weak. This assertion is weak for 
many reasons: (1) Before the 
Council of Carthage, the different 
Books of the Bible had not been col- 
lected, and grouped into one. That 
Council offers the first known in- 
stance where we find a clear and 
undisputed list of all the New Tes- 
tament books such as we have 
now in the Bible. (2) Because 
Christians outside the Catholic 
Church did not accept the same 
books that Protestants now accept 
and which are contained in the 
Bibles they use. (3) Because these 
Christians who rejected the books 
now found in the Protestant Bible, 
after the decision of the Council of 
Carthage, were considered as here 
tics and not in communion with 
the Christian church. 

So therefore, the only way to as- 
certain whether the Bible is the 
genuine Word of God, is to go back 
to those saintly writers of the First 
centuries of the Church, or of the 
Christian Era, whom the Catholic 
Church acknowledges as witnesses 
of her Faith. That these saintly 
Writers were CATHOLIC and not 
Protestant, that they had personal 
relations with some of the Apostles 
or their disciples, that they saw 
and read to the primitive Chris- 
tians the Original Writings, is as 
clear as the noonday sun. 

Many of them were Popes, Bis- 
hops, Priests. The list of the Popes 
has been preserved, if “preserved” 
is the apt word for personages who 
stand out so prominently in history. 
The SERIES of the Popes is not 
lost in the “twilight of Fable” as 
Macaulay puts it lightly. The 
Popes, from the first to the last, 
have been historical personalities. 
For each of them there is a distinct 
record in the pages of history. I 
here give you, friend Protestant, 
the Names of the Popes and also 
the names of some Catholic Bishops 
who lived during the first two cen- 
turies of the Christian Era. 

St. Peter was the First Pope, and 


the year 67, being crucified head 
downwards, of his own choice. 
(67-79) St. Linus, Pope, was the 
successor of St. Peter, According 
to Irenaeus, he is the same Linus 
mentioned by St. Paul (II Timothy, 


) 

(79-90) St. Anacletus, Pope, was 
a Greek convert of St. Peter, and 
ordained by him, becoming his sec- 
ond successor. He died a Martyr. 

(90-99) St. Clement, Pope and 
Martyr, whom St. Paul (Phil. IV, 
3) calls his “fellow-laborer” was 
the third successor of St. Peter. 
Tertullian, born in 160, informs us 
that Clement was ordained by St. 
Peter, the Apostle. History tells 
us that he was Bishop of Rome, at 
the time when St. John, the Be- 
loved, was still Bishop of Ephesus. 

(99-107) St. Evaristus, Pope and 
Martyr, was the fourth successor 
of St. Peter. He governed the 
church 9 years and died in 112. At 
this period it is good to say, that 
St. Ignatius, Bishop and Martyr 
(not a Pope) appointed by St. 
Peter, Bishop of Antioch, was a 
Disciple of St. John, Apostle and 
Evangelist. He addressed epistles 
of supreme interest and value, to 
various congregations (then called 
“churches” according to the cus- 
tom of St. John himself). As a 
disciple of the Apostles, Ignatius 
testifies to the dogmatic character 
of Apostolic Christianity. In his 
epistle to the faithful of Smyrna, 
No. 8, he says: “May you all fol- 
low the Bishop even as Jesus Christ 
follows the Father. . . Where the 
Bishop appears, there let the mul- 
titude be also, even as, where 
Christ is, there is the Catholic 
Church.” He died about the year 
107. 
(106-115) St. Alexander, Pope 
and Martyr, was the fifth succes- 
sor of St. Peter. He inserted in 
the Canon of the Mass, the words: 
“Who, the day before He suffered, 
took bread into His holy and ven- 
erable hands,” etc., and also intro- 
duced the use of Holy Water for 
blessing Christian homes. _Inci- 
dentally, I may add that here we 
have a silent, but strong evidence 
of the antiquity of that Mass which 
our Protestant friends are so much 
opposed to. 
We argue thus: If this Pope “in- 
serted” those words into the ritual 
of-the Mass, that fact proves that 
the Mass was being celebrated be- 
fore that time, and is not an in- 
vention of the priests of the “Rom- 
ish” chureh. Understand that he 
was the fifth successor of St. Peter, 
celebrating Mass, and taking steps 
to remind every later “celebrant” 
that it was Christ’s example he 
was following.
